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INTRODUCTION 


Although  the  year  opened  with  a prospect  of  planned  expansion  in 
housing  (a  four  year  programme  had  been  prepared  and  the  co=operation 
of  local  builders  ensured) , restrictions  brought  about  by  the  financial 
situation  caused  a severe  reduction  in  the  number  of  houses  planned 
for  the  future o l4l  Houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  compared 
with  115  in  1964,  but  it  is  imlikely  that  the  Council  will  be  permitted 
to  build  more  than  50  in  I9660  The  list  of  housing  applicants 
numbered  982  at  the  end  of  August | it  was  928  in  August  1964 o 

Providing  houses  for  people  to  live  in  is  a problem  common  to  all 
Housing  Authorities  and  for  those  in  the  South  Eastern  Region,  where 
35  per  cent  of  the  population  of  England  and  Wales  do,  in  fact,  live, 
the  problem  is  inescapably  greater  overall  than  elsewhere® 

The  additional  problem  presented  by  a population  heavily  overloaded 
by  elderly  people  has  been  mentioned  almost  annually  in  these  reports 
and  equally  often  misunderstood  by  the  public®  It  should  be  clearly 
repeated,  therefore,  that  the  Chichester  Rural  District  Council  has 
already  provided,  of  the  houses  which  it  owns  and  has  built,  over  17 
per  cent  either  suitable  for  old  people  or  specifically  designed  for 
them  5 20  per  cent  of  all  new  houses  being  built  by  the  Council  are 

of  this  type® 

The  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  have  spent  a considerable 
portion  of  their  time  this  year  on  the  investigation  of  cases  of  food 
poisoning?  "cases",  not  "outbreaks",  because  (with  one  exception)  none 
of  the  incidents  involved  more  thar.  three  or  four  people®  As  is 
commonly  the  experience  in  this  work  the  infecting  organism  and  the  food 
responsible  for  conveying  it  cannot  always  be  identified  unless  the 
number  of  people  invol%red  is  fairly  large® 

During  the  holiday  season  a peculieuT'  series  of  incidents  occurred 
at  a holiday  camp  in  the  district®  One  week-end  some  members  of  the 
staff  complained  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting,  and  on  investigation  it 
appeared  that  visitors  had  also  been  affected®  Specimens  were  examined 
but  no  organism  could  be  identified®  Similar  outbreaks  recurred  on 
subsequent  week-ends®  The  victims  almost  without  exception  were  either 
newly  arrived  visitors  or  staff  (nearly  all  adults)  and  they  became  ill 
on  Sunday  morning®  Circumstances  pointed  to  the  Saturday  evening  meal 
as  the  most  likely  source  of  trouble,  but  in  spite  of  frequent  sampling, 
detailed  examination  of  the  premises,  of  the  foods  in  use,  the  water 
supply,  and  even  of  the  beer  served  in  the  bar,  failed  to  solve  the 
mystery® 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  the  Director  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Portsmouth  found  that  between  the  19th  October  and 
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15th  November,  nineteen  separate  cases  of  food  poisoning  from  places  as 
far  apart  as  Bognor  Regis,  Selsey,  Portsmouth,  Southsea,  Gosport, 
Waterlooville  and  Exeter  (2  people  who  had  visited  Selsey),  had  occurred 
and  the  organism  in  each  case  was  Salmonella  Typhimurium  Type  15 o The 
isolation  of  the  same  type  of  organism  pointed  very  strongly  to  a common 
source  for  these  infections* 

As  the  same  organism  had  also  been  found  in  cattle  on  a farm  in 
this  district,  there  was  a strong  suspicion  that  the  infection 
originated  in  cattle  and  was  disseminated,  by  meat  from  the  slaughter- 
house where  such  cattle  were  slaughtered*  Butchers’  meat  is  not  often 
incriminated  as  a vehicle  of  food  poisoning,  because  joints  are  usually 
effectively  sterilised  in  cooking,  and  any  bacterial  contamination  thus 
nullified.  Meat  when  it  leaves  a slaughterhouse  is,  however,  rarely 
bacteriologicailly  sterile  and  from  it  contamination  can  pass  in  the 
butchers  shops  to  hands,  knives  and  working  surfaces,  and  thence  to 
other  foods  such  as  sausages  and  cooked  meats  which  are  not  sterilised 
before  being  eaten*  The  same  can  happen  in  the  domestic  kitchen 
unless  a fairly  meticulous  hygiene  routine  is  practised*

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  Chichester  Rural  District,  one  of  the  leurgest  in  the  coixntry, 
covers  the  South-Western  quarter  of  the  County  of  West  Sussexo 

Formed  under" the  West  Sussex^ Review  Order  of  1933*  when  the 
Westbourne -and:  Westhampnett  Rural  Districts  were  combined,  it  lies  on 
the  sea  coast  with  the  River  Arun  at  its  Eastern  boundary  eyid  the  County 
boundary  between  West  Sussex  and  Hampshire  to  the  Westo  The  Northern 
boundary  lies  on  the  South  Downs o 

The  City  of  Chichester  is  almost  in  the  centre  of  the  district, 
and  being  the  County  Town,  it  houses  the  headquarters  of  the  West  Sussex 
County  Council,  the  Chichester  City  Council  and  the  Chichester  Rxiral 
District  Council.  Bognor  Regis  lies  towards  the  Eastern  boundary  of 
the  coast  line. 

Farming,  the  distributive  trades,-  and  local  government  administration 
employ  the  bulk  of  the  population  inland,  while  the  coastline  - seventeen 
miles  long  - includes  the  popular  resorts  of  Middiet on-on-Sea,  Pagham, 
Selsey,  Bracklesham  Bay  and  the  Witterings,  and  attracts  a large  number 
of  Summer  visitors.

As  the  tables  covering  the  last  ten  years  on  Page  H show  (allowing 
for  random  variations  from  year  to  year,  which  are  inevitable  where 
relatively  small  figures  are  concerned)  the  crude  birth  rate,  about  15 
per  1,000,  and  the  crude  death  rate,  about  IloO  per  1,000,  remain  steady. 
In  a population  with  a high  proportion  of  old  people  the  crude  birth  rate 
would  be  expected  to  be  less  than  the  national  figure  - 17  per  1,000; 
but  the  crude  death  rate  would  tend  to  be  higher  than  the  national  rate  - 
11  per  1,000 o The  fact  that  it  remains  steadily  less  demonstrates  the 
longevity  of  Sussex  people »

December,  1965$  were  as  follows  s=- 

Portsmouth  Water  Company  (virtually  supplying  the  whole  eirea) . 

North  West  Sussex  Water  Board  (part  of  Upwaltham  Parish  only) . 

Worthing  Corporation  (part  of  Tortington  Parish  only) . 

All  water  supplied  by  the  statutory  water  xmdertakings  is 
chlorinated  before  distribution o The  supplies  are  constant  and  generally 
adequate  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  distribution  areas  <> 

The  fluoride  content  of  drinking  water  supplied  in  this  District 
is  less  than  Ool  parts  per  millio.no 

Over  9^  of  the  houses  have  a piped  water  supply  from  one  or  other 
of  the  water  undertakings,  and  of  the  remaining  houses  l<,Ok%  have  a 
piped  supply  from  private  estates,  so  that  over  99^  of  dwellings  have 
piped  water o 

Of  the  Parishes  in  the  District,  Madehurst  is  the  only  parish 
without  a public  mains  supply  in  regular  use,  but  even  in  this  area, 
which  is  at  present  served  by  a private  estate  piped  supply,  facilities 
are  available  to  enable  mains  water  from  the  Portsmouth  Water  Company 
to  be  pumped  into  the  private  estate  pipe  line  should  the  need  arise  <>

Portsmouth  Water  Company

Reference  has  been  made  in  the  introduction  to  this  report  to  the 
problem  of  Salmonellosis  in  cattle A case  of  food  poisoning  occurred 
in  the  family  of  a man  who  looked  after  calf  rearing  on  a farm  in  the 
district*  The  organism  was  identified  as  Salmonella  Typhiraurium  Type 
29,  and  further  investigations  revealed  that  the  calves  were  affected  by 
the  same  organism,  and  it  had  caused  a number  of  casualties  amongst  them* 

Furthermore,  two  other  farms  at  some  distance  from  this  one  were 
later  similarly  infected  and  it  was  found  that  in  one  case  a calf  had  been 
transferred  from  the  first  affected  farm,  and  in  the  other  the  infection 
had  evidently  been  carried  either  by  an  infected  motor  vehicle  or  by  the 
driver  in  charge  of  it* 

These  events  illustrate  how  this  particular  infection,  to  which  young 
calves  are  specially  susceptible,  can  quickly  be  spread  from  farm  to  farm, 
and  how  important  a close  liaison  with  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer 
is  for  the  early  detection  and  realisation  of  the  situation*
